FOR ATOM POWER 


Research Team Con-' 
vinced Commercial 
Use Is Feasible — De- 
sign for Reactor Needs 
to Be Tested. 


Engineers and scientists of 
Monsanto Chemical Co. and 
Union Etectric Co., convinced of | 
the feasibility of producing elec- | 
tric power commercially from 
atomic energy, are seeking 
authority to build a pilot plant 
to prove it, it was announced 
yesterday. 

However, additional research 
and development work will be. 
mecessary to produce the design 
of a full-scale plutonium-power 
reactor system, C. Rogers Mc- 
Cullough, Monsanto executive, 
reported to a meetirg of the Oak 
Ridge Institute of Nuolear 
Studies at Kiel Auditorium. The 
meeting was part of the conven- 
tion of the American Association 
for the Advancement of Science. 

As director of a joint project 
of his company and Union Elec-

Some of the conclusions reached | 
by the Monsanto-Union Electric 
team were that the mechanism 
for power production should be 
a steam turbine. The steam 
would be produced in a heat. ex- 
’ ehanger which would obtain its 
heat from the reactor through a 
liquid metal rather than water. 

Water was discarded as the 
heat transfer agent because in

about as satisfactory otherwise as 
water for this purpose, and in- 
volved no pressure problems, Mv- 
Cullough said. 

Because sodium does not appear 
to become corrosive to stainless 
steel under properly controlled 
temperatures up to 1000 degrees 
; Fahrenheit, McCullough believes 

this would permit steam tempera- 
tures up to about 400 degrees. 
This is not as high as is customary 
in coal-fueled plants, but would 
be satisfactory, it is believed. 

McCullough said earlier hopes 
that a commercial plutonium-pow- 
er plant could be designed with- 
out additional experimental work 
were found to be without foun- 
dation. He pointed out that much 
research would have to be done 
on the compatibility of the liquid 
metal with the various compo- 
nents of the reactor—fuel ele- 
ments, piping, pump and heat ex- 
changer, among others. 

Type of Fuel Decided. 

It was decided the reactor 
should be of the so-called hetero- 
geneous type. which uses metallic 
uranium as fuel, rather than the 
homogeneous type, which uses 
fuel dissolved in a water solution, 
because not enough data exists on 
the latter type at this time, Mc- 
Cullough said. 

Use of the heterogeneous re- 
actor poses certain problems in 
stability of the fuel elements and 
continuity of operation, he point- 
ed out. Up to now, nuclear re- 
actors have -been shut down 
whenever plutonium production 
demanded it, but power interrup- 
tio nwould be highly undesirable 
and further experiments must be 
undertaken to ensure continuity 
of operation. 

Another problem is that of re- | 
loading the reactor with fuel | 
while in operation, he said. This 
presents a difficult design and | 
operating problem, because the | 
generation of power imposes high |

Only one other specimen ever 
has been known to have been 
caught. That one, brought up by 
a trawler near East London, 
South Africa, in 1938 was largely 
decomposed before scientists had 
a look at it and only the skin 
and skeleton were saved. 


In the intervening 14 years, 
Smith has combed the coast of 
East Africa, distributing thou- 
sands of leaflets in English, 
French and Portuguese, describ- 
ing the rare specimen and offer- 
ing rewards to anyone reporting 
such a catch. 

The latest find was caught by 


Ocean island in the Comora 
group, between Madagascar and 
the East African coast. 

When news of the catch was 
received here, Prime Minister 
Daniel Malan placed a South 
African Air Force plane at 
Smith’s disposal to enable him 
to reach the scene before the 
coelacanth’s internal organs de- 
composed. 

The fisherman who made the 
catch pumped the island’s entire 
supply of formalin — the only 
preservative available — into the 
body of the fish. 

Smith, on his return here, said 
he had found the five-foot, 100- 
pound deep-sea rarity “in almost 
perfect condition.” 

“I now hope to prove beyond 
a doubt,” he said, “that the 
coelacanth is the missing link 
between fish and animals.” 

The coelacanths — which bear 
the scientific name of latimeria | 
chalumnae—were the first family | 
of bony fish. Earlier fish had 
skeletons composed of something | 
like cartilage, as sharks do today. 
The coelacanths are believed to 
have been an important link in 
the evolution of sea vertebrates 
(creatures having a bony struc- 
ture) into land vertebrates —in- 
cluding man.

Canadian Says Scientists 
Still, Lack Reliable Way 
of Measuring Effects 
on Health.

Standardization of methods for 
detecting and interpreting air pol- 
lution was urged here last night 
by a Canadian health officer, who 
said scientists are still seeking a 
reliable way of measuring the ef- 
fect of atmospheric contamination 
on human beings. 

Dr. Arthur F. W. Peart of Otta- 
wa, addressing a joint session of 
the American Industrial Hygiene 
Association and the American As- 
sociation for the Advancement of 
Science, stressed the need for a

“We are today at the same 


point in the field of air pollution 
that we. were 50 years ago when 


the bacteriology and chemistry of 


water, milk and food were under 
investigation,” he said. 
Warns Against Complacency. 
Dr. Peart, chief of the epide- 
miology division, Canadian De- 
partment of National Health and 
Welfare, warned that the increas- 


ing number of smog incidents and | 


accidental fumig&ttions have made 
an attitude of complacency ex- 
ceedingly dangerous. 


“We have neither been able to | 
demonstrate hat a disease entity , 


oceurs from chronic exposure to 
air pollution,” he said, “nor have 
we incriminated specific chemical 


agents as causing death or dis- | 


ability.” 

Dr. Peart, reading a paper pre- 
pared by himself and gn Ottawa 
colleague, Gordon H. Josie, said 
what definitely has been estab- 
lished is that people have been 
killed or disabled by acute air 
pollution, and that some _ sub- 
stances in the atmosphere are 
poisonous to man. 


Detroit Study Described. 

He described the “Detroit River 
Air Pollution Investigation,” 
a joint Canadian-American under- 
taking which began in 1949. The 
purpose of the inquiry is to de- 
termine the amount and distribu- 
tion of air contamination in in- 
dustrial Detroit and Windsor, 
Canada, on the eastern bank of 
the river. 

“The ultimate objective, of 
course, is to determine what pro- 
cedures will be necessary to con- 
trol such pollution, the costs in- 
volved and by whom the cost 
should be borne,” the Canadian 
said. 

Among notable smog disasters, 
he recalled the Meuse valley epi- 
sode in Belgium, which killed 64 
persons in 1930; the Donora (Pa.) 
tragedy of 1948, which caused 20 
deaths and affected 59'” persons; 
and the recent London smogs, in 
which hundreds died. 

H. E. Stokinger, chief toxicolo- 
gist for the Occupational Health 
Field Headquarters, United States 
Public Health Service, Cincinnati, 
©O.. also cited the difficulties 
which lie ahead in making a suc- 
cessful medical study of air pol- 
lution. 

“With dissemination into the 
air of increasingly diversified in- 
dustrial products,” he said, it is 
logical to expect certain of them 
to produce chronic effects on the 
health of some individuals. Al- 
though toxicologic information 
can supply shrewd guesses as to 
the identity of many substances, 
the problem of identifying their 
effects among heterogeneous pop- 
ulations is tremendous.” 

Particles of Varying Size. 

A third speaker, W. C. L. He- 
meon, engineering director of the 
Mellon Institute’s Industrial Hy- 
gene Foundation, Pittsburgh, Pa., 
said contaminated air contains 
particles of varying size, some of 
which do not penetrate to the

‘Professor Says Poor Ground 
Properly Used Will Grow 


Produce of High Value. 

Food of high nutritional value 
can be produced in abundance 
on poor soil with proper man- 
agement practices and judicious 
use of fertilizers, Prof. L. M. 
Turk of the department of soil 
science, Michigan State College, 
said here today. 

Speaking at a general symposi- 
um on nutrition at Kiel Auditori- 
um, Prof. Turk said he saw no 
need for alarm concerning the 
soil factor in the relationship be- 
tween food and good ‘health. The 
symposium was held in connec- 
tion with the 


vancement of Science. 

“The theory that the over-all 
nutritive value of foods for man 
is favorably influenced by a fer- 
tile soil has not been proved,” he 
said. “Indeer, the preponderant 
evidence indicates that no effect 
significant in improving human 
nutrition has yet been demon- 
strated, even in the case of plant 
foods which come directly from 
the soil.” - 

Prof. Turk said further that, 
with the exception of iodine, 
which varies in foods in relation 
to the amounts in the soil, no 
direct relationship between soil 
and nutritive value which would 
have a bearing on known human 
diseases or deficiency states has 
been proved. 

It is not so much soil condi- 
tions which cause disease and 
malnutrition in some rural areas, 
he declared, but rather that in 
some of these districts there is 
a lack of variety or choice of food 
grown. 

“If acreage limits the food out- 
put and food is scarce, all pro- 
duce will be consumed, not only 
that of the highest quality, he 
said. “The composition of food 
species then: becomes a vital fac- 
tor. It is difficult, if not im- 
possible, to separate economic 
and other factors from soil condi- 
tions as causes of poor nutrition.” 
Prof. Turk said advocates of 
the philosophy that food pro- 
duced from soils fertilized with 
chemicals is causing an increase 
ind egenerative diseases in man 
are “cluttering up our soils’ liter- 
ature with a mixture of facts and 
fancies.”

A new tool for learning about 
the electrical nature of the funda- 
mental life processes in animals 
and plants, as well as possibly 
new insight into the mechanism 
of cancer growth, was described 
today by a group of Washington 
University scientists. 


Barry Commoner, associate pro- 
fessor of plant physiology, told 
the American Association for the 
Advancement of Science that the 
device already had produced the 
first physical evidence that living 
cells pass electrons from one to

The device uses high-frequency | 
radio waves to show the presence | 


of a class of off-balance chemical 
compounds known as free radi- 
cals. These have been suspected 
for a long time of playing a part 
in the chemical changes within 
living cells. 

Possible Application. 

A .possible application of the 
new technique. he said, is investi- 
gation of the electrical peculiari- 
ties of cancers. Some cancer- 
causing substances contain free 
radicals, he pointed out, and the 
explanation may be that they up- 
set the normal transfer of elec- 
trons within the cells, disturbing 
their growth mechanism. 

The research uses a technique 
known as magnetic resonance, 
for which the 1952 Nobel prize 
in physics was awarded. The 
work at Washington University 
was described by Commoner, two 
physicists, Associate Prof. George 
E. Pake and Assistant Prof. 
Jonathan Townsend, and a chem-

A peculiar wobbling motion of 
the electrons is what makes the 
research possible.

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NEW PROFESSION 
T0 PROTECT MAN 


~ FROM RADIATION 


1000 Persons Reported 
Engaged in New Work 
— Need Grows With 
Atomic Program. 


A new profession — health 
physics—is being developed to 
protect people from radiation 
dangers, which have increased 
tremendously since the start of 
the atomic energy program, it 
was reported today at the meet- 
ing of the American Association 
for the Advancemen. of Science. 


Elda E. Anderson, chief of 
training at Oak Ridge National 
Laboratory, defined the health 
physicist as a specialist whose 
problem is to detect and control 
- radiation hazards. Karl Z. Mor- 
gan, director of the health physics 
division at Oak Ridge, reported 
that approximately 1000 persons 
in the United States already are 
engaged in this new occupation. 


Prior to 1942, radiation hazards 
were associgted largely with the 
use of X-rays and radium, and 
were limited to a few painters of 
radium dials and a small number 
of doctors, scientists and techni- 
cians working around X-ray ma- 
chines or using small quantities 
of radium. But wit hthe con- 
struction of the big nuclear re- 
actors at Oak Ridge, Tenn., and 
Hanford, Wash., the problem be- 
gan to affect large numbers of 
persons working near sources re- 
leasing radiation of great magni- 
tude. Also involved were neu- 
trons of little-known behavior. 


New Materials in Use. 


Since 1946, the variety and 
quantity of radioactive isotopes 
available has grown by leaps and 
bounds, and the hazards have 
been carried into laboratories 
where many scientists are apply- 
ing new materials to problems in 
medicine, agriculture, industry, 
physics, chemistry and still other 
fields. 


The constantly expanding pro- 
gram of the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission, increased use of radio- 
active isotopes in industry and 
research and new problems in 
civil and military defense, indus- 
trial hygiene and environmental 
health have increased the de- 
mand for trained health physi- 
cists, Anderson reported. 


“In the days when the hazards 
of ionizing radiation affected rela- 
tively few people, there were 
many injuries and deaths attrib- 
ble to radiation exposure, it 
.Was reported, but the safety pic- 
ture is quite different today. 


-“The success of the health 
Bliysics program is attested by 
the fact that the atomic energy 
industry is considered to be one 
of the safest industries in the 
country,’ Morgan stated. “In 
most of the large laboratories 
supported by the Atomic Energy 
Commission, such as Oak Ridge 
National Laboratory, there has 
been no known over-exposure re- 
sulting in damage from ionizing 
radiation, and the accident rate 
from:all causes—falls, cuts, burns, 
etc. — is considerably lower than 
in the average chemical industry.” 

Training Varies. 

Analyzing the new occupation, 
Anderson said the degree of train- 
ing. needed by the person who is 
to be responsible for radiation 
safety depends on the nature and 
magnitude of the operation in- 
volved. Period of training may 
range from a few weeks on the 
job to several years of highly 
integrated training equivalent to 
that of a Ph.D. with postdoctoral 
credit. 

It takes 15 to 20 years for some 
of the harmful effects of radia- 
tion to become apparent, Morgan 
pointed out, adding that some 
people are careless and negligent 
of the danger, while others are 
over cautious and “suffer from a 
casé of radiation phobia.” 

“We should fear X-rays, alpha, 
beta and gamma rays and neu- 
trons no more than we fear elec- 
tricity,” he said, “but like elec- 
tricity, jonizing radiation must be 


recognized as a source of energy | 


that, if properly understood and 
directed, can contribute immense- 
ly. to the advancement, comfort 
and happiness of man, but if im- 
properly applied it can—and most 
certainly will—lead to suffering 
and disaster.” © 


SEARCH FOR NEARBY STARS 
URGED BY ASTRONOMER 


An intensified seat search for near- 
by stars that have not yet been 
charted was urged yesterday by 
Harold L. Alden, director of the 
Leander McCormick Observatory 
of Virginia.

Describes Se aa 
Skulls Found in Trans- 
vaal — Large Teeth, 
Tiny Brain Space. 


David M. S. Watson, noted Brit- 
ish zoologist, analyzed here last 
night the reasons why South 
Africa, rather than Mongolia, is 
now regarded as the probable 
place of the origin of man. He 
delivered the annual Sigma Xi 
lecture. 

His talk, at Hotel Jefferson, 
was in connection with the cur- 
rent meeting of the American As- 
sociation for the Advance of Sci- 
ence. 

Conclusions from latest studies, 
Watson said, are that “man-ape” 
skulls first found in caves of the 
Transvaal in 1926 prove exist-

human creature capable of de- 

veloping a human mind. 
Differences in Skulls. 

These skulls, of which there 
are now plenty for study, have 
huge teeth, tiny brain spaces and 
are more brutal and ape-like than 
those of the older Java and Pekin 
men, he said. 

The oriental skulls are plainly 
those of primitive human beings, 
because of their large brain cavi- 
ties, smaller teeth and the fact 
they are known to have used 
stone tools, he continued. 

Significance of the South Afri- 
can skulls lies in the likelihood 
of progress to be made by their 
owners, he explained. Their teeth, 
though large, lack the ape’s large 
fighting canine tusks. Thus in 
function the teeth of the man- 
apes are human rather than ape- 
like, he added. 

“In functioning of their anato- 
my, too, these animals were hu- 
man-like,” he said. “Placing of the 
spinal cord aperture at the base 
of the skull shows they walked on 
their hind legs. Therefore their 
hands were free. 

No Tools Found. 

“The search has been thorough, 
but it has failed to find tools 
with these skulls. Yet it is known 
these man-apes lived in the 
Transvaal before human beings 
did, and overlapped human exist- 
ence there. 

“The point is this: If you don’t 
treat your hands roughly, if you 
don’t use them like feet, then you 
have delicate sensory organs. 
Your hands are then capable of 
becoming finely sensitive. This 
changes the whole path of the de- 
velopment of the brain. It takes 
on an essentially human charac- 
ter. 

“The orangutan’s hand is a 


beautiful structure, with an op- 
posable thumb like ours. With 
their stereoscopic vision, orangs 
havé been taught to thread 
needles. But it is impossible to 
believe that man could have 
arisen in a dense tropical for- 
est, where he alternately swung 
from trees or scurried from tree 
to tree on all fours, using his 
potential hands like feet. 


“A chance for mental growth 
was offered in the Transvaal’s 
open country, where deer and 
antelope roamed on their four 
hoofs and erect man-apes could 
swing along on their -hind feet. 
Here the sub-human animal’s 
hand and brain could become 
more finely discriminating to- 


»gether, in a parallel development. 


Here is the probable place of 
the origin of man. 


Chimpanzee’s Anatomy. 


“Africa is a continent from 
which there is always something 
new. Edward Tyson 252 years ago 
correctly described the anatomy 
of the chimpanzee, proving it was. 
closer to man’s than to the ordi- 
nary monkey’s. On the facts, his 
proposition has never been suc- 
cessfully attacked. 

“An immense amount of work 


frremains to be done. We must de- 


termine, for instance, whe 
there was one species of man-ape 
or mary. We must ascertain the 
time of the advent of tools. Only 
thus can we discover the signifi- 
cance and the secrets of the past.” 

Emeritus professor of anthro- 
pology at the University of Lon- 
don since 1951, Watson is cur- 
rently Alexander Agassiz profes- 
sor of anthropology at the Har- 
vard University Museum of Com- 
parative Zoolagy. He is 76 years 
old and was awarded the Darwin 
medal 10 years ago. 


BOTANISTS URGED 
TO GIVE SIMPLE 
NAMES TO PLANTS 


Better keep it simple, botanists 
were warned today. 

In giving names to types of 
vegetation, avoid fancy Latin and 
Greek designations and use Eng- 
lish terms that are easy to under- 


stand and to translate into other 
languages, Samuel A. Graham, 
professor of economic zoology at 
the University of Michigan, told 
a sectional meeting of the Amer- 
ican Association for the Advance- 
ment of Science at Kiel Audi- 
torium. 

“Try though we may,” he 
warned, “‘we shall never persuade 
the forester to call the maple- 
hemlock type Aceretum Saccharo- 
phori-Tsugosum. 

“One would be about as likely 
to hear a mule skinner talk to his 
team as follows: ‘Thou hybridized 
descendants cf Eohippus ... may 
thy ossified residue live ‘in a 
super-torrid habitat through the 
eternal transpiration of ecological 
sequences’.”

Addressing a meeting of the 
psychological section of the Amer- 
ican Association for the Advance- 
ment of Science at Kiel Audito- 
rium, Lt. Col. Milton B. Jensen of 
Lackland Air Force Base, San An- 
tonio, Tex., cited studies made of 
641 trainees at the base who be- 
came eligible for discharge by 
flunking mental tests. 

“The studies disclosed that a 
number of factors block proper 
mental development for some per- 
sons,” Col. Jensen said. 

“These factors include lack of 
opportunity for school or mental 
stimulation, emotional turmoil 
arising’ from, family and group 
conflicts, and lack of academic 
skills or unwillingness to con- 
centraté on intelligence tests.” 

The studies indicated that “the 
most readily available” source of 
hidden mental talent is among 
Negroes, the speaker added. “To 
develop this potential, we will 
have to breach a barrier of mu- 
tual distrust and lack of under- 
standing,” he said. 

To utilize fully mental ability 
of military personnel, a three-step 
program is needed, Col. Jensen 
said. He suggested increased 
stress on advanced scientific, tech- 
nological and professional train- 
ing for service men known to be 
in the upper intelligence brackets. 

“Interruption of the advanced 
training of these men, although 
they may have gradu&#ed from 
college, is one of the most serious 
consequences of the military emer- 
gency,” he asserted. 

Other suggested steps are bet- 
ter job assignments for individu- 
als “who demonstrate capacity 
for greater responsibility,” and 
fuller utilization of those of av- 
erage or low mentality in tasks 


Da Vinci Psychoanalyzed Himself 


Helped Lead 


With Use of Doodles, Curator Says eons 


Slides of Manuscripts, Shown to Scientists, 
Indicate His Free Graphic Play 


to Inventions. 


Leonardo de Vinci psychoana- 
lyzed himself, using doodles and 
associational word lists, Raymond 
Stites, curator of. the National 
Gallery of Art, told scientists 
here yesterday. 

Stites, whose numerous pub- 
lithed investigations of Leonardo’s 
character as revealed in his note- 
books have attacked earlier con- 
ceptions of the Italian Renais- 
sance artist and scientist, ad- 
dressed a symposium of the 
American Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science convention. 
He spoke at Kiel Auditorium. 
By means of slides of 40 pages 
of Leonardo’s manuscripts, the 
speaker showed how ‘Leonardo 
used automatic drawings, the 
learned term for doodles, in a de- 
liberate effort to explore the 
workings of his subconscious 
mind. Leonrrdo’s word for the 
subconscious was “prescientia,” 
or foreknowledge. 

Leonardo's free graphic play 
helped lead to his world famous 


lseries of inventions throughout 
his adult life, the slides indicated. 
Devices he anticipated ranged 
from the automobile jack to the 
revolving stage. 

Through jotting down related 
words as they entered his mind— 
each term suggested by the last 
but modified by his subconscious 
—Leonardo developed terms for 
his inventions, and the terms 
then conjured up new inventions 
to be developed. With such word 
lists, too, he investigated his own 
powerful but repressed emotions 
about his relatives and friends, 
Stites said. 

In another talk at the sympo- 
sium, Prof. Chauncey D. Leake of 
the University of Texas described 
Leonardo’s advances over the me- 
chanics, anatomy and optics of 
his time. Stites read and expanded 
an absentee’s prepared speech on 
Leonardo as an artist and on fresh 
attributions, suggesting that his 
extant works of art are much

WASHINGTON Dec. 30 (AP). 


CLEAR scientists and ordnance designers presumably are try- 
Nive now to fashion an actual and practical weapon out of a hy€ro- 
gen explosive device. What blew up with an unprécedented bang 

at Eniwetok proving grounds a few weeks ago may have been the 
world’s first big blast from the fusion process of atomic science, 


but there are reasons to believe 


it wasn’t any transportable and 


handily packaged gadget that could be loaded into and dropped 


through an airplane bomb bay. 

There is, in the lexicon of 
atomic weaponeers, a distinct dif- 
ference between a device (the 
tool of experimenters) and a 
bomb (the finished product for 
use by an armed force.) 


The interval between the first 
experimental burst from a gadget 
mounted on top of a steel tower 
and production of an ordnance- 
perfected bomb may be substan- 
tially longer this time than in 
the instance of the original atomic 
bomb. 

On July 16, 1945, the scientists 
and military men of the then se- 
cret Manhattan project produced 
the first atomic explosion from 
the top of a tower at Alamogordd, 
N.M. In less than a month—qn 
Aug. 6—an atomic bomb was 
dropped from a specially fitted 
bomb bay of a B-29 Superfortress, 
exploding above the Japanese city 
of Hiroshima, 

Atomic Era 10 Years Old. 


“That was the world’s first look 
at the atomic bomb, but the 
atomic era had dawned nearly 
three years earlier, in December 
1942, ten years ago this month, 
when scientists engineered the 
first successful atomic chain re- 
action. 

As intricate as that old Model 
T bomb and its trigger was, it 
didn’t require the space, weight 
or still more complex mechanisms 
needed for hydrogen explosion. 

Among other things, a hydro- 
gen explosive device must contain 
a really deep-freeze refrigerator 
to maintain control of the process 
until the instant of burst. The 
weight and bulk of the assembled 
test gadget must be considered 
imposing. 

There is the possibility that 
the weaponeers may decide it is 
not necessary to bring the H-

The official secrecy about the 
total of United States bombs is 
as deep as that of the Kremlin 
about Soviet weapons. It could 
be 500 or 1000 or several thou- 
sand, Back when the first bombs 
were being made, Dr. J. R. Op- 
penheimer, one of the pioneers of 
atomic development, estimated 
that by intensive effort the 
United States could accumulate 
1000 bombs in two years. While 
the effort between then and Sep- 
tember 1949 may have been less 
than intensive, it obviously step- 
ped up sharply after the United 
States discovered that Russia had 
beaten all guesses and produced 
an atomic explosion several years 
in advance of the estimated time. 


Along with speculation on the 
number of bombs has come mu- 
sing over the places where they 
are stored. For two or three 
years after the end of World War 
II, in the days of apparent peace, 
it was probable that few if any 
atomic bombs were kept in com- 
pletely assembled condition, ready 
for immediate use. 

But the sharpening danger of 
all-out war, the widely deplored 
situation of American forces in 
the world and the development of 
smaller packaged bombs for use 
in smaller aircraft presumably 


has changed that policy. 


The talk now is that perhaps

size, They might just build one 
into a heavy bomber, equip the 
plane with remote controls for 
‘guidance from a “mother” plane 
and use the plane-bomb combina- 
tion as a form of guided missile. 
The expense of the plane would 
be fractional to the expense of 
the bomb. 

Fusion Theory Long Known. 

Nuclear physicists, abroad as 
well as in the United States, have 
known the theory of producing an 
explosion by fusing, not fission- 
ing, the heavy weight hydrogen 
atoms almost as long as they have 
been aware of the standard fission 
process of the A-bomb. 


However, they couldn’t produce 
the fusion without a flash of heat 
measuring millions of degrees and 
occurring literally within the 
twinkling of an eye, something in 
the order of a millionth of a sec- 
ond. 

The A-bomb, when it came, was 
the answer. In the chain reaction 
occurring when atoms are split, 
the total weight of two atoms of 
uranium origin created by the fis- 
sion is slightly less than before 
the process. What is left—what 
no longer can be weighed because 
of this disappearanee of some 
weight—is pure energy, the trans- 
mutation of mass to energy. 


One of the products of this 
process, in addition to a terrific 
explosion, brilliant light and radi- 
ation, is heat. Scientists guess 
that at the heart of the A-bomb is 
the split-second of explosion the 
temperature may be something “~ 
excess of 20,000,000 degrees. 

In this unearthly heat and 
pressure is the key to producing 
the melting or fusion of two hy- 
drogen atoms — one deuterium, 
one tritium—to produce the ele- 
ment for energy and explosion. 


Cost Extremely High. 


The business of producing the 
ingredients for nuclear fission or 
fusion weapons is extremely ex- 
pensive. 

The Government has never stat- 
ed officially the cost of standard 
atomic bombs. The original yard- 
stick of two billion dollars for the 
first atomic bomb figured in the 
cost of development, building the 
big plants to process uranium ore 
and other factors. 

Speculation that a hydrogen 
bomb could be “a thousand times” 
more powerful than an A-bomb 
has produced argument about the 
need for such supersize explo- 
sions. 

Because thinking presently is 
oriented to the possibility of war 
with Russia, the bombs are meas- 
ured by some in relation to the 
size of targets in Russia and in 
the United States. One school of 
thought holds that, in an H-bomb 
war, Russia would have the ad- 
vantage because there are many 
more and bigger cities in the 
United States than in Russia. 

The Loldly yractica: exponent 
of strategic warfare doesn’t buy 
this idea. He doesn’t think cities, 
as such, are logical targets. He 
wants—and this is the basis for 
the theory of retaliatory bombing 
of Russia if she war—to hit 
and destroy the enemy's war- 
waging sources.

The atomic bomb is looming 
larger in discussions for the de- 
fense of Western Europe, not only 
for retaliatory, strategic attack 
against Russian targets if Soviet 
forces strike against the West, 
but to help stop an advance of 
Red ground troops. 

Handicap in Strict Law. 


However, some American mili- 
tary leaders point out that pro- 
visions of the stringent Atomic 
Energy Act handicap this plan- 
ning, that it is impossible even to 
give trustworthy officials of 
North Atlantic Treaty nations an 
indication of the help they might 
expect from United States atomic 
bombs. Gen. Omar Bradley, chair- 
man of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, 
has raised questions about amend- 
ing the law to permit indicating 
to certain NATO military leaders 
the number of bombs which might 
be used directly in support of 
their ground forces. © 

While primary attention is go- 
ing to nuclear explosives, the 
Atomic Energy Commission and 
the Pentagon also are pioneering 
in the harnessing of atomic en- 
ergy as power-producing sources. 
The Navy has two submarine 
hulls under construction which 
will be equipped with nuclear en- 
gines, now being developed under 
direction of the AEC. The plan is 
to use heat produced by atomic 
reactors to produce steam for 
turbines. Plans are afoot for a 
trial of an atomic power plant in 
a carrier. 

The Air Force, meanwhile, is 
working at the longer range and 
more difficult project of trying 
to adapt atomic power to plane 
propulsion. The weight and size 
of reactors creates greater ob- 
stacles than for similar installa- 
tion in submarines or ships. Tar- 
get date for a successful atomic- 
powered aircraft still appears 
some years distant. 


N.A.M, ASSAILS U.N, RESOLUTION 


NEW YORK, Dec. 30 (AP)}—

HE long record in the John 
Carter Vincent loyalty case is 
in the hands of Secretary of 
State Acheson and Charles S&S. 
Murphy, President | Truman’s 
counsel, for study and presenta- 
tion to the court of last resort, the 
President himself. It now seems 
destined to be both a final exam- 
ple of Truman’s stubborn fight 
for freedom of opinion against 
McCarthyism and a test of Gen. 
Eisenhower's intentions in. the 
same field. 


Vincent is the career diplomat 
associated with China Policy 
whose dismissal is sought by the 
Civil Service Loyalty Review 
Board on the ground that “a rea- 
sonable doubt” exists of his loy- 
alty. He has been préviously in- 
vestigated and cleared, after 
which he was reassigned as 
United States minister to Moroc- 
co. He has been one of the spe- 
cial “they lost China” targets of 
Senators McCarthy and McCar- 
ran, who demanded his head. 

With only three weeks to go, 
the President, whose final duties 
are heavy, could of course plead 
lack of time and quietly leave 
the baby on his successor’s door- 
step or he could sweep the boards 
clean by accepting the dismissal 
recommendation and letting Vin- 
cent go down the drain with other 
lost hopes and casualties of the 
Fair Deal regime. 

Since this second course would 
be tantamount to a plea of guilty 
on China, not only for Vincent 
but for President Roosevelt, Gen. 
Marshall, Secretaries Stettinius, 
Byrnes and Acheson and himself, 
it is hardly practical, aside from 
its moral aspects. 

There can be little doubt that 
the President will tilt one more 
lance for Vincent and Administra- 
tion policy. 

What he is being urged to do, 
in addition, is to lift the contro- 
versy from its frame of political 
and personal reference and use 
it to illustrate the entire desper- 
ate dilemma of saving the Bill of 
Rights and national security. 


This can be done, it is sug- 
gested,. by. appointing a commis- 
sion of ranking citizens to study 
the Vincent case with special em- 
phasis on what it means to the 
foreign service and the formula- 
tion of foreign policy, for it is 
deeply felt in the foreign service 
that the axing of Vincent will ef- 
fectively end objective reporting 
from the field as much too risky a 
business. 

Here, as in other loyalty cases, 
the public has few means of 
judging what tests have been ap- 
plied. Special uneasiness in the 
Vincent case pivots on the board’s 
language. Studiously avoiding the 
specific charge of disloyalty, the 
board attacked the diplomat for 
“studied criticism” of Chiang and 
“equally studied praise” of the 
Chinese Communists. 

Should Truman stand by Vin- 
cent, as expected, Vincent will 
still be a foreign service officer, 
subject to assignment. 

What Gen. Eisenhower and his 
Secretary of State, John Foster 
Dulles, do to or for him will then 
be noteworthy.

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Pope Condemns Persecution 


Of Churches in Eastern Areas 


Encyclical Assails New Tempest Unleashed. 
Behind Iron Curtain Seeking to Devastate 
Christian Communities.

| : VATICAN CITY, Dec. 30 (AP). 
OPE PIUS XII in an encyclical today sharply criticized perse- 

cution of Catholic churches of the Oriental Rite, almost all 

of which are behind the Iron Curtain. 


The encyclical called for a crusade of prayer to exhort that 


“In many regions where the 
Oriental Rite particulérly flour- 
ishes there has been unleashed a 
new tempest which seeks to over- 
throw, devastate and destroy in 
misery flourishing Christian com- 
munities,” he declared. 


The Pope’s letter especially 
mentioned the persecution of the 
church in Bulgaria where Bishop 


Eugene Bossilkoff of Nicopolis 
and three other priests recently 
were condemned to death. 


The Catholic churches of the 
Oriental Rite recognize the au- 
thority of the Pope but do not 
follow all the Roman customs and 
cereémonials. They are not to be 
confused with the Greek or Rus- 
sian orthodox churches. 


Scope of Criticism. 


Although addressed to the Ori- 
ental Rite churches, the encyclical 
clearly indicated the Pope’s criti- 
cism also was aimed at persecu- 
tion of members of the Latin Rite 
of the Roman Catholic church in 
East Europe. 


“We know that today there are 
multitudes of the faithful in Ori- 
ental regions who weep bitterly 
as they see their bishops put to 
death or dispersed, or so impeded 
that they are unable freely to ad- 
dress their flocks, and, as right- 
fully should, exercise over them 
their authority; as they behold so 
many of their churches destined 
to profane uses or left in squalid 
abandonment,” the Pope’s letter 
declared. 


The Pontiff also mentioned per- 
secutions in Romania and the 
Soviet Ukraine which he said 
were directed both against the 
faithful of the Oriental Rite and 
those of the Latin Rite: 


“If in past centuries some par- 
ticular dogma of Catholic doctrine 
was impugned, téday, on the con- 
trary, as you well see, they (Com- 
munist government authorities) 
rashly go even further. They seek 
to banish from public life, from 
the domestic scene, from universi- 
ties, from the life of all popula- 
tions, the sacred rites, institutions 
and laws, indeed all that is divine 
or has relation to divinity as if 
they were dealing with matters of 
mythology and evil omen.” 


Yugoslavia Not Mentioned. 

The Pope did not specifically 
mention * Yugoslavia where the 
Communist government of Pre- 
mier Marshal Josip (Tito) Broz— 
recently broke one of the last 
deplomatic ties the Vatican had 
with any Red government. The 
break came following Vatican an- 
nouncement that Archbishop 
Aloysius Stepinac was to be ele- 
vated soon to the College of Car- 
dinals. 

Archbishop Stepinac was re- 
cently released after serving five 
years of a 16-year sentence on 
charges of collaboration with the 
Axis during World War II. He 
has been restricted to his home 
village of Krasic since his release. 

The Pontiff told the Oriental 
churches that “in the midst of so 
many and such great calamities 


these “grave offences” be appeased. 


our soul and yours are over- 
whelmed with grief.” 

But he added there was cause 
for consolation in the news that 
those reduced to a “lamentable 
and critical situation remain 
steadfast in their faith with such 
intrepid constancy as to excite 
our admiration and the admir- 
ation of every honest person.” 

The encyclical is entitled “Ori- 
entals Ecclesias (the Oriental 
Churches),” from the first two 
words of its original Latin text. 
It was dated Dec. 15 but was re- 
leased today by the Vatican. 

The Pontiff said that in Bul- 
garia many priests have been im- 
prisoned or hindered in their 
work and a “considerable num- 
ber” of Catholics punished in 
various ways. 

Protest as Duty of Conscience. 

“As a duty of conscience,” he 
declared, “we raise our protest 
against all .of this, while to the 
whole of Christendom we de- 
nounce the injury inflicted upon 
the church.” 

The Pope denounced the Com- 
munist practice of charging clerics 
with being “enemies of the state.” 
He asserted they were “second 
to none in the love of country” 
and in obeying laws that were 
se contrary to natural or divine 

Ww. 

He urged Catholics to pray for 
the conversion of their perse- 
cutors. | 

The Pope said what has re- 
cently happened in Bulgaria “un- 
fortunately has been happening 
already for s@me time amongst 
other peoples where the church 
of the Oriental Rite flourishes, 
namely against the peoples of Ro- 
mania, of the Ukraine and among 
many other peoples also.” 

“All this,” he declared, “is for 
us a cause of grief so heartrend- 
ing that we cannot restrain our 
tears.” 

Oriental Rite Catholics. 

Prewar figures set the total of 
Oriental Rite® Catholics in East- 
ern Europe at about 10,000,000, 
most of them in the eastern 
Ukraine and Romania. 

Since the war, many have been 
forced from their homelands by 
Communist authorities—some to 
Siberia. 

Ruthenians inthe Eastern 
Ukraine before the war account- 
ed for more than half of the 
10,000,000 Catholics of Oriental 
Rite. A few fled to the United 
States and Canada. 

Hungary, before the war, had 
a total of nearly 200,000 Cath- | 
olics of the Oriental Rite. Yugo- 
Slavia, in 1937—the latest figure 
available here—had 49,638 East- 
ern-rite Catholics. 

All Catholics in eastern Eu- 
rope, including both those of 
Latin Rite and Oriental Rite, 
number about 50,000,000.

Jessup Assails

Speech in UN. 


Just Year Ago He 
Was Accused as 
Pro-Red by Mc- 
Carthy, Stassen.

ISTORY sometimes has a top- 
H sy-turvy way of lining up 
people and politics. Take, for 
instance, the closing debate of the 
United Nations at which Russia’s 
Ambassador Gromyko was given 
the verbal straight arm by United 
States Ambassador Philip Jessup. 
It was just about a year ago 
that Dr. Jessup was under bitter 
Senate attack led by Harold Stas- 
sen, president of the University 
of Pennsylvania, and simultane- 
ously was defended by Dwight D. 
Eisenhower, president of Colum- 
bia University. 

Jessup, a Columbia professor, 
had been charged by Senator Mc- 
Carthy with being pro-Commu- 
nist; and Stassen, taking up the 
charge, swore Jessup had been 
at a White House conference 
which urged the reduction of aid 
to Chiang Kai-shek. 

“My memory is crystal clear 
that Vandenberg told me Jessup 
was present at this conference,” 
Stassen testified. “This matter 
goes to the heart of the veracity 
of Jessup.”. And he demanded 
that Jessup be ousted from the 
U.N. delegation. 

Dr. Jessup had stated that he 
Was not at the White House con- 
ference and, after Stassen called 
him a liar, Jessup produced a 
letter from Eisenhower showing 
that Jessup was in New York 
with him on the same day Stas- 
sen claimed he was at the White 
House. 

It was on the strength of such 
garbled testimony that a confused 
and unfair Senate finally voted 
against Jessup’s confirmation. 
However, Truman named him to 
a recess U.N. appointment any- 
way, and during it Jessup has 
been one of the toughest verbal 
battlers against Soviet delegates. |

JESSUP’S LAST SPEECH— 
The climax came last week, when 
Ambassador Gromyko called a 
1:30 a.m. press conference to ac- 
cuse the United States of mur- 
dering Korean prisoners. At the 
U.N. debate which followed, Am- 
bassador Jessup said: 

“The term ‘knock on the door 
at midnight’ has become symboli- 
cally associated with the kind of 
tactics which the Soviet Govern- 
ment and its secret police employ 
in depriving the people unfortu- 
nate enough to live under that 
rule of all the satisfactions which 
normally come to human beings 
in the course of their daily life. 

“It would seem as if the Soviet 
delegation thought it could in- 
timidate the Assembly of the 
United Nations by a knock on the 
door at midnight just as the As- 
sembly is about to adjourn.”

WASHINGTON, Dec. 30. (AP). 

HE reclamation bureau proposed today that the west's future 

power needs be supplied in large part from coal over a long- 

distance transmission system. 

More than half now is supplied by hydro-electric plants. | 

The bureau made public a study estimating the power needs 
by 1975 of 22 states from Minnesota and Louisiana west, and 


recommending long range planning to fill them. 


The study concluded that huge 
steam generating plants having 
capacities of perhaps to 2,000,000 
kilowatts could be built in major 
coal fields of the west and the 
power carried distances of 400 
to 660 miles over 500,000 volt 
lines. (The study says the highest 
voltage line now in operation is 
one of 380,000 vol 


This method is pictured as 
being at least 18 per cent less 
costly than shipping coal by rail 
from western reserves to load 
centers for conversion into elec- 
tricity. 


The study covers the 17 states 
which come under basic reclama- 
tion law, plus the fringe states 
of Minnesota, Iowa, Missouri, Ar- 
kansas and Louisiana. Their con- 
tinued growth at a rate in excess 
of the nation’s expansion is fore- 
cast, with population by 1975 
perhaps reaching 70,000,000, com- 
pared with 48,000,000 in 1950. 


Power demand for the area an- 
nually by 1975 is put at about 
550 billion kilowatt-hours, requir- 
ing installed capacity of about 
93,000,000 kilowatts, compared 
with demand for 106 billion kilo- 
watt-hours in 1951, when installed 
a totaled 22,000,000 kilo- 
watts. 


The West's power in 1951 came 
51 per cent from hydro-electric 
plants and the rest from thermal 
plants using coal, oil or gas, the 
report says. 


Bigger Role for Coal. 


The study predicts that by 1975 
only 38 per cent of the section’s 
power will come from falling 
water, less than 8 per cent from 
gas and oil and about 54 per 
cent from coal. 


It forecast the need for long- 
distance movement of power—far 
in excess of anything now being 
done anywhere in the world so 
far as the reclamation bureau 
knows—to supplement aréa en- 
ergy supplies in: the Pacific 
Northwest, despite the great po- 
tential of the Columbia river, 
southern and northern California, 
as each area has fast growing 
population “and approaching ex- 
haustion of local oil and gas 
fuels”; the Minnesota-Iowa area, 
where approaching exhaustion of 
the rich Mesabi iron ores creates 
a potential for great power de- 
mand to process lower grade ores 
such as taconite and jasper; and 
in the Texas-southern Louisiana 
area, where it reported a remark- 
able industrial growth with an 
outlook for demand in excess of 
what could be met from local 


reserves. of lignite and other 


fuels. 
Sources of Fuel. 

The study says the three main 
areas in the west where solid fuels 
are found are: The Rocky Moune 
tain coal deposits in eastern Utah, 
Wyoming, Colorado and New Mex. 
ico; tremendous lignite deposits 
in North Dakota, eastern Montana 
and South Dakota; and large coal 
deposits in western Iowa, Mis- 
souri and Oklahoma. 

Using some hypothetical fig- 
ures, the report estimated that 
generating power at the 
source in Utah and sending it 
over 500,000-volt lines to Los Ane 
geles would cost about 1.86 mills 
per kilowatt hour, while shipping 
the coal to Los Angeles and gen- 
erating the power there would 
cost about 2.19 mills. ,

transmission lines would run to 
southern Louisiana and to Texas, 
with inter-tie lines extending to 
generation areas in Minnesota, 
western Colorado and eastern 
Utah.

The study contemplates the in- 
tegration of power from all 
sources, whether hydro-electric or 
thermal, for traasmission on the 
super system.

A City Without a Map 
“Some cfties know where they are going and 
some do not. 

Milwaukee’s City Council has issued a long- 
range budget for major city improvements. This 
“Blueprint for Civic Progress” calls for spend- 
ing nearly $105,000,000 in five years for streets, 
buildings, parking lots and other improvements. 

St. Louis has no such plan. It has talked of 
Progress but Decay surrounds it. It has long 
lists of things it ought to have but few concrete 
plans for getting them or paying for them. 

Milwaukee is going to get things done in five 
years. St. Louis has a 20-year plan for express- 
ways it needs now, and argument has delayed 
much action on even that. Off-street parking 
plans have been held up in the Legislature. 
Traffic proposals and reports have collected 
dust. Rival plans have been proposed for pub- 
lic ownership of transit. ' 

Even the view toward civic progress is sub- 
ject to sudden change. Last May, Mayor Darst 
listed items for city improvement which ran to 
an estimated cost of $67,000,000. Seven months 
later Frank J. McDevitt, president of the Board 
of Public Service, presented a longer list totaling 
$219,000,000. 

St. Louis needs everything from museum and 
library improvements to grade _ separations, 
street lights and rubbish trucks. But before it 
needs any of these things it needs a concrete 
plan for obtaining them. 

Milwaukee has the advantage here. Its city 
revenue is adequate. It ean look five years into 
the future and be sure of meeting its long-range 
goals, paying half the way with bonds and half 
with current funds. 

By contrast, the St. Louis city deficit as of 
Dec. 8 was about $14,000,000, not counting ob- 
ligations to be met by the sale of bonds. And all 
hope of conquering the deficit rests on continu- 
ance of the city earnings tax, which is sched- 
uled to expire in 15 months. 

City Counselor Crowe says the city will ask 
the Legislature to extend the expiration date. 
As an alternative, Mr, Crowe says, the city 
would back a bill proposed by the Missouri Mu- 
nicipal League. This measure would let the 
State return half of state income taxes collected 
in cities which desire to retain that much tax. 

The Legislature, however, has shown little de- 
sire to pass such a plan. Even if it did, St. Louis 
county cities might well reject the tax, and this 
would encourage the flight of city residents to 
the county to escape taxation. But beyond that, 
the tax refund promises St. Louis little more 
than half as much revenue as the earnings levy. 

Could the city afford to rejinquish the earn- 
ings tax and its revenue in return for tax- 
sharing with the State? This seems question- 
able. But it all depends on what the city intends 
to do to improve itself in the next few years. 
And that is something the city does not know. 

The Post-Dispatch has suggested that City Hall 
name a new citizens’ bond committee to make 
recommendations to the voters. Recently the 
Mayor said he would appoint such a group. The 
committee would draw up St. Louis’s own “Blue- 
print for Civic Progress.” It would list the neces- 
sary projects and the means of paying for them. 
The two cannot be separated. 

In the waning months of the Darst admin- 
istration, St. Louis can begin to decide where 
it is going. Right now the city needs imaginative 
leadership and concrete goals. It needs a road 
map for progress before it can hope for any- 
thing else. 
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What Gen. MacArthur Wantcd 


The latest exchange of insults between Presi- 
dent Truman and Gen. MacArthur has done lit- 
tle to illuminate their dispute. 

The President, no doubt, was technically in- 
correct when he declared that he fired Gen. 
MacArthur because the General “wanted to in- 
volve us in all-out war in the Far East.” 

It is easy for Gen. MacArthur to retort that 
he wanted no such thing. What he did want, 
and what the record shows he proposed, was to 
take certain military actions which in’ the opin- 
ion of his superiors would incur the risk of all- 
out war in the Far East. 

Gen. MacArthur was entitled to his own opin- 
fon of the risk in 1951, and he is entitled to it 
now. But it was the ultimate responsibility of 
President Truman to decide what the risk was 
ahd whether Gen. MacArthur’s advice should be 
followed. On the advice of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff, which must be considered at least equal 
in weight to that of Gen. MacArthur, the Presi- 
dent made his decision and faced the conse- 
quences of it. 

Was the President right in estimating the ef- 
fect of Gen. MacArthur’s proposals? However 
history may answer that question, it was the 
President’s duty to make his own decision, and 
his right to remove a commander who refused 
to accept it. 
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Getting Together to Save Children 


Dr. Val B. Satterfield says the agencies com- 
batting juvenile delinquency in St. Louis need 
to bring their forces together to do a better job. 
The assistant professor of clinical psychiatry at 
the Washington University School of Medicine 
is the second authority in the field to arrive 
independently at this view. John E. Dula, con- 
sultant-surveyor of the Child Welfare League 
of America, put his finger on the same weak- 
ness in a report on the Board of Children’s 
Guardians of St. Louis. 

Mr. Dula said the Board worked to a large 
extent in isolation. Some of the staff, he said, 
did not seem to understand the policies of other 
agencies. Other agencies were not called upon 
sufficiently for advice, co-operation, and a com- 
bined attack on mutual problems, in Mr. Dula’s 
opinion. 

This seems to be Dr. Satterfield's view of the 


- general picture also. He says the inadequacy of 


medical and mental health care available to 
students in the community is “a disgrace.” The 
inadequacy of provision for negleeted children 
is even more shameful, he says. 

Dr. Satterfield's audience, the American Acad- 
emy of Forensic Sciences, has a particular rea- 
son to be impressed with the cogency of his 
opinion. One of the members of the American 
Association for the Advancement of Science, 
with which it is meeting here, was knifed by 
three boy hoodlums in the downtown district 
late Saturday night. It was the second such of- 
fense downtown within an heur, and there have 
been a number of juvenile waylayings of late. 

The United States Children’s Bureau says 
a “junior crime wave” has struck the nation and 
threatens to become a “tidal wave.” Unless it is 
checked, this organization estimates, the number 
of juvenile delinquents in the United States may 
reach 2,000,000 to 3,000,000. 

Dr. Satterfield’s suggestion for improvement 
locally is to set up a commission of educators, 
ministers, and representatives of industry and 
labor, to improve and bring together the work of 
the Board of Education, the Board of Children’s 
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Guardians, and other child welfare and public 
and private health services and corrective and 
training facilities. 

The idea appeafs an excellent one. In addi- 
tion, every agency concerned should be doing 
its utmost, on its own initiative, to make its own 
efforts part of the united effort of all the organ- 
izations involved. The experts do not always 
agree. When they appear to agree so closely as 
do Mr. Dula and Dr. Satterfield, the layman’s 
course is plainly cut out for him. 
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McCarthy’s New Target 

Senator McCarthy has given his own answer 
to anybody who hoped that a Republican victory 
at the polls might deprive him of material for 
the particular type of investigation which has 
come to be known by his name. The Senator 
not only sees plenty of work ahead investigat- 
ing government employes, despite the change in 
administrations, but approaches with unconceal- 
ed zest a virtually untilled field—the nation’s 
colleges. 

Representative Velde of Illinois, who will 
head the House Un-American Activities Com- 
mittee, has made the same discovery that edu- 
cation offers a fine field for the talents of witch- 
hunters. He, too, intends to move in. Evidently 
the Chicago Tribune’s long-standing campaign 
against certain colleges which it considers sub- 
versive, pro-British or both, is now to be trans- 
ferred to the arena of the investigating com- 
mittees. If so, it will be only a minor irony 
that the colleges come under attack during an 
administration headed-by a former eollege pres- 
ident. 

It.is not clear just how the committees will 
justify appropriations for a Red hunt in the 
academic world. The usual basis for an investi- 
gation is that it helps to lay the groundwork 
for legislation. Since Congress does not control 
either the private colleges or the state univer- 
sities, and cannot legislate for them, its jurisdic- 
tion to investigate cannot be supported on this 
ground. But we are quite sure that neither Mc- 
Carthy nor Velde will be deterred for a moment 
by this detail. With or without a clear legal 
purpose, they will investigate. 

So the academic world had -etter brace itself 
for the kind of thing Dr. Edward U. Condon, 
new president of the American Association for 
the Advancement of Science, has been going 
through for four years now. 

In 1948 the House Un-American Activities 
Committee attacked him as the “weakest link” 
in atomic security, and promised sensational 
disclosures. The disclosures never came. The 
committee itself now confesses that it never had 
evidence that Dr. Condon was a Communist or 
committed any att of espiond¥e. Nevertheless, 
the committee is still attacking him, and still 
neglecting to document its charges against him. 

Who said McCarthyism was done for? McCar- 
thyism has only begun. And it will continue as 
long as the McCarthy technique is politically 
profitable to its practitioners, 
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The People Fix the Penalty 

Circuit Attorney-elect Dowd ®plans vigorous 
prosecution of the hit-and-run driver, and this 
is all to the good. The heartless coward who 
abandons his agonized and helpless victim de- 
serves no favors. But without similar resolution 
on the part of every St. Louisan, the young 
prosecutor’s plans are incapable of realization. 

This is because of the vital role played by the 
juror in criminal cases in this state. Jurors not 
only determine gui!t or innocence, but they fix 
the penalty as well. And in St. Louis, jurors 
have been remarkably reluctant to hand out 
the kind of heavy penalty that is commensurate 
with offenses pf this nature. 

Defense attorneys are aware of the situation 
and they will force a case to trial unless they 
can strike a bargain with the prosecutor. They 
offer to plead their clients guilty in return for 
his recommendation that a fine or light work- 
house sentence be imposed. Judges generally 
accept such recommendations. 

Mr. Dowd says there will be no bargains in 
the future. On pleas of guilty in aggravated 
cases he will recommend penitentiary sentences. 
In that event it can be expected that the defense 
will demand trial, hoping for the usual generous 
treatment from the jury. If juries deliver ac- 
cording to defense expectations, what then? 

So it is the people who will determine the 
kind of justice that the hit-and-run driver will 
receive. Will it be the bargain basement variety? 
Or will it fit the crime? 
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The Desperate Need for Blood 

The St. Louis Red Cross Blood Center is in 
the midst of its worst emergency since it opened 
in 1948. Stocks of blood for civilian use in this 
area have dwindled to some 100 pints, Hospital 
requisitions have been cut in half. 

This is serious business. The center supplies 
the total requirements of 21 hospitals in this 
district and 48 others in 44 nearby Missouri and 
Illinois counties. Current stocks are so inade- 
quate that a sudden, large scale demand would 
exhaust them. The consequences could be tragic. 

In each of the last four months the center 
has failed to ship its share of blood for military 
use, and this month it probably will run some 
3000 pints short of quota. Now is the time for 
donors to come forward. The center is at 3414 
Lindell boulevard. The telephone is FRanklin 
4980, and it ought to be ringing all day long. 
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Drat Those Jersey Country Boys 

The Census Bureau’s report on getting one’s 
man in New Jersey is interesting, but it would 
be even more interesting if we could figure out 
what it means. As the Bureau gives it out, un- 
married men outnumber unmarried wonien in 
the rural parts of the state, while unmarried 
women outnumber unmarried men in the cities. 

One school of thought, we suppose, would 
hold that the rural women make a relatively 
poor showing because they are outnumbered, 
and would do as well as the city women if they 
had as great a numerical advantage. (The stra- 
tegic concept here is that you got to git thar 
fustes’ with the mostes’ women.) Another and 
closely allied school of thought would have it 
that nothing succeeds like success—and of course 
it is a well-known fact that marriage is an epi- 
demic idea. Whether anyone stays single be- 
cause he hears other people are staying single, 
we would still have to find out. 

To go on with our schools of thought, how- 
ever, yet another might maintain that the rural 
male remains free and unattached in larger num- 
bers because his environment offers him more 
opportunity for maneuver and escape than does 
the crowded city. 

There is a certain plausibility to each of these 
theories, and also a certain implausibility. The 
result is that we do not know what the figures 
signify, if anything, and if so, what: We wish 
the Census Bureau would find out what its fig- 
ures mean as well as what they are. Otherwise 
it’s not even statistical; just tantalizing.

In California, as elsewhere, cities are trying to stop flight of people 
to suburbs; writer doubts that is realistic; says use of city and 
county governments with duplicate services is wasteful and out- 
moded; unified local government would be best for the public,

A new kind of public issue is facing 
more than a million Californians these 
days. For never before has such a huge 
migration of people in such a short time 
entered a state to try to settle in cities 
already built. 

This migration has hit, too, at what is 
the peak of another nation-wide movement. 
In almost every city in the nation, people 
living in crowded flats and apartments are 
moving to the outskirts—in order to live 
in their own little home and lot. 

Already, in many a California commu- 
nity, the unincorporated areas around a 
city have’ reached more than double the 
population of the “core” city. 

The cities are now engaged in a state- 
wide campaign to stop this process. On 
the positive side, they have been working 
on gigantic projects for underground or 
multi-tiered garages. And everywhere in 
the state, city parking authorities are be- 
ing set up with power to condemn down- 
town property and issue bonds on parking 
meter revenues so as to build large, perma- 
nent downtown parking areas. 

On the negative side, the League of 
California Cities is getting ready to push 
at least two bills through the state legis- 
lature to discourage these new fringe areas. 
One will forbid counties from providing, 
free of charge, any municipal type services 
to anyone outside the cities. 

Another bill will up the total sales tax 
to a uniform 4 per cent. The extra 1 per 
cent would be divided between city and 
county. This will eliminate, they hope, 
any incentive for downtown businesses to 
mene outside the city to escape city sales 
axes, 


How Home Owners Feel 


Behind these proposed bills is the feel- 
ing that the cities are in a blind and that 
drastic steps must be taken to save them. 
But that is not the way the ordinary home 
owner feels. All he wants is a nice home 
in a nice development. For various rea- 
sons, he had decided that what he wanted, 
the city failed to offer. Why Should he 
now make sacrifices to save the city? 

Rather than devoting all one’s effort to 
save the cities, the proper approach should 
be to try to serve that home-cwner by giv- 
ing him a local government which would 
fit his needs. 

Annexation would solve very little. What 
we need is an entire revamping of our 
outmoded patch-work local government. 
The very concept of a city has been out- 
moded by our development of transporta- 
tion and instantaneous communication, 

At one time, a city meant something. It 
was compact and surrounded by high 
walls. Its citizens had their own special 
interests, their own culture, their own way 
of life. Country folk stayed on their feudal 
fiefs and seldom visited town. 

This is no longer true—especially in the 
West. Now, one can hardly tell where the 
city leaves off and the country begins. 
The entire highway appears to be one long 
shopping street. 

There is no longer real difference be- 
tween farmers and city folk. They talk 
alike and have identical education. The 
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average farmer drives downtown for shop- 
ping, recreation and cultural activities al- 
most as often as city residents. Farming 
is no longer even a way of life as much as 
it is just another kind of business. 


Yet, with our needs so radically changed, 
we still operate with governmental forms 
inherited from medieval Eng)ana. 


We have a county government to include 
everybody. We have a city government, 
in addition, for those who live closer to- 
gether. Both have parallel sets of tax 
collectors, auditors, assessors and other 
officers. The county has its laws on 
drunks and vagrants and the city has its 
own separate laws on drunks and vagrants. 
Both have their own commissions for plan- 
ning and recreation, each of which goes 
about, in its own way, solving problems 
which involve the same people. We have 
the county sheriff and the city police, both 
of which deal with the same criminals. 


“Why Have a City?” 


City officials say they can solve the 
problem of the cities by simply encompass- 
ing more territory. But that will not solve 
the duplication; it would merely change 
the degree. 


City officials complain that industries 
who settle outside city limits to escape pay- 
ing city taxes should be annexed because 
they are free riders who refuse to pay 
their share of running the community. But 
as long as there is territory left outside 
city limits, industries which want to escape 
these taxes can and will move there. 

So let us return to our original question. 
What will benefit the people? The people 
have shown that what they want is to 
move further out—to decentralize. If that 
is what they want to do, then it is not the 
business of local government to stop them 
or to chase them with a city limit sign 
wherever they may move. 

Then how about the cities’ crumbling 
tax base, one may ask? This brings up the 
question: Why have a city? Why have a 
duplicative local government which is not 
even an economically sound form? Why 
have a special government which, instead 
of serving the people, finds it must con- 
tinuously make more demands upon them? 


One Local Government 


California has made a start by recently 
abolishing city courts and replacing them 
with court districts encompassing the en- 
tire community, rural and urban. San 
Francisco and Denver have long had a 
combined city-county government. In New 
Jersey, a city and township recently united 
to form a new enlarged government, under 
a new state law. In Virginia, two counties 
recently incorporated themselves into 
cities when parts of them were threatened 
by unilateral annexation by Newport News. 

From the viewpoint of the people’s bene- 
fit, one government on the lécal level is 
the most we should have. It should include 
the entire community, with special provi- 
sions for a tax differential for those en- 
joying extra services such as fire or special 
police protection, or public utility service.

Philosophical Poems 


ZEUS I$ SPEAKING, by John J. Kessler. [rvolioned by 
the author, St. Louis, Mo., 98 pgs., $2.50.) 

The author of these poems has written 
a number. of prose works in the fields of 
religion, sociology and semantics, but this 
definitive collection is his first venture into 
verse. His individual style has been devel- 
oped without recourse to other poets, past 
and contemporary, and while his line is 
bare and austere it avoids the singsong 
echoes of a Victorian hangover. 

Dr. Kessler’s achievements in the fields 
above mentioned have been notable, but 
perhaps his preoccupation with semantics 
has been an inhibiting factor in his verse 
structure. Modern advanced poetic tech- 
nique demands the utmost use of the word 
in new senses even to its misuse with 
graduated off-meanings. Dr. Kessler’s 
simplicity of utterance can be very poig- 
nant, as in his lament for a young soldier: 

. no microbe war 
no sting of pain 
no love, no hate, 
no turn of fate 
nothing can 
him— 
even my hand 
As might be ex- 
pected, most of the 
poems are concerned 
with religions and 
philosophies, ancient 
and modern. And 
St. Louisans, to 
whom Dr. Kessler is 
well known for his

tion in civie affairs, 
thus have an unusual opportunity to study 
the work of the poet as influenced by 
the activities of the man. The Chubbs, 
Chadeaynes, Karstens, Kesslers are the 
Platos of our local Athens, and we take 
pride and pleasure in their utterances: 
specifically, in the instance of Dr. Kessler, 
pride that at an age past 70 he has pro- 
duced a book of poems and pleasure in 
the knowledge that it is the by-product of 
a half century of concern for our welfare 
and that of humanity at large.

The Texas frontier is being menaced by 
a band of inhuman white men who have 
joined the Comanches in their raids upon 
the settlements. Greatly perturbed, Sam 
Houston, President of the republic, assigns 
three Rangers, one of whom is Paul Re- 
gret, New Orleans dilettante and gentle- 
man-gambler-turned-Ranger_ to locate their 
hiding place. The remote hideout is found 
deep in the Palo Duro canyon and Paul 
and his companions, posing as renegades, 
are tentatively accepted by the Comanches 
as fellows-in-crime.

It 
mentioned provisions forbidding 
private ownership of facilities 
capable of producing fissionable 
material in substantial quantities, 
preventing the Atomic Energy 
Commission “from licensing civil:

With no intent to be whimsical, 
it may be said that these hardly 
are “uncertainties.” They were in- 
serted by Congress with its eyes 
wide open when it drafted the act 
in 1946 in order to protect the 
public interest in this new source 
of energy and forestall what the 
public suffered’in exploitation of 
electric power by private utility 
interests, as well as for national 
secugity reasons. - 


Somewhat Chastened. 


Keeping atomic energy in trust 
for our people was one of our 
historic decisions. Nor was it won 
without a battle in Congress; for 
private interests, including the 
utilities, had their eyes on this 
new source of energy then, and 
have been itching to get their 
hands into it ever since. 

You may remember how the 
utilities bitterly fought the nomi- 
nation of David Lilienthal as first 
chairman of the Atomic Energy 
Commission because he had been 
identified with TVA.

MATHEMATICIAN TELLS 
HOW TOMATCHPENNES 


Says Flipping Coin at Ran- 
dom Will Win or at Least 
Break Even, 


John von Neumann, mathe- 
matician at the Institute for Ad- 
vanced Study, Princeton, NW., 


and author of many searching ar- 
ticles on higher mathematics, yes- 
terday explained here how not to 
lose at matching pennies. 

The explanation was made in 
Von Neumann’s. talk on_ the 
theory of games at a symposium 
at Kiel Auditorium, part of the 
current meeting of the American 
Association for the Advancement 
of Science. 

He did not reveal a system for 
winning at matching pennies nor 
a secret method for breaking the 
bank .at Monte Carlo, but told 
how, in the long run, which is 
very long indeed, to come out 
even. You can win by following 
his rules, if the other fellow does 
not, he added. 

Von Neumann’s rules are quite 
simple. All a penny matcher has 
to do to break even, or win, is to 
keep flipping his coin, playing 
completely at random and with 
no idea of being sly or deceitful. 
The player who devises a mys- 
terious method for winning more 
than his share of pennies inev- 
itably is cleaned out, he said. 

John McDonald, of the board 
of directors of Fortune magazine, 
explained how the theory ‘of 
games played a large part in ad- 
vance announcement of the devel- 
opment of Krilium, a Monsanto 
Chemical Co. soil conditioner, be- 
fore the product actually was 
ready to be marketed. 

Faced with the problem of how 
to meet competition from other 
new soil conditioner manufac- 
turers, Monsanto's board of di- 
rectors prepared a “game graph” 
of procedure possibilities.

—Fund Drive Planned.

Plans for new camping facili- 
ties to accommodate 10,000 Boy 
Scouts and leaders were presented 
today to the board of directors of 


the St. Louis Boy Scout Council. 

The new camping development, 
expected to relieve a shortage of 
facilities for Scouts in this area, 
will be at Beaumont Reservation, 
a 2400-acre tract 15 miles south- 
west of St. Louis on U.S. High- 
way 66, given to the council in 
1948 by the Beaumont Charitable 
Trust. 

At the same time, Victor E. 
Cooley, council president, an- 
nounced that a capital funds cam- 
paign, the first conducted here, 


to finance the project. Estimates 
of the cost of the development 
are now being made, Cooley said. 

The improved Beaumont facil- 
ity, which has no permanent 
buildings now, is to include a 
training center building, 14 per- 
manent troop camp sites, a chapel, 
a swimming pool, a nine-acre lake, 
a health lodge, a ranger camp for 
older campers, and a headquar- 
ters building. Roads will be built 
and staff and maintenance build- 
ings erected. 

Morton D. May, chairman of the 
camp development committee, 
called the project “the most im- 
portant forward step taken in re- 
cent years, one that will be of im- 
measurable benfit.” 

Present camp facilities are 20 to 
30 years old, outmoded and can- 
not be expanded, May explained. 
The camp expansion plan grew

Smouldering Revolt. 


That Government is stronger 
than it was six months ago. It 
has managed some betterment of 
Britain’s position. But the im- 
provement can be ascribed in 
large part to the fact of a con- 
trast with the divisive weakness 
in the Labor party, which offers 
the only alternative to the 
Churchill Government. While 
Aneurin Bevan has been unable 
to capture control of the Labor 
party, he has weakened the posi- 
tion of the Attlee-Morrison fac- 
tion standing for close collabora- 
tion with the United States in 
NATO for Western unity. 


Concealed by the Prime Minis- 
ter’s enormous prestige both at 
home and abroad, a kind of re- 
volt has never ceased to smoulder 
within the Churchill cabinet. It 
has its origin in the resentment 
of younger men who believe that 
the problem of seeing Britain 


| through the present crisis is too 


big to be carried under Church- 
ill’s hat. It is, in short, a revolt 
against personal government. As 
one distinguished British visitor 
put it: 

“There is no doubt that it is 
personal. But whether it is gov- 
ernment or not is something else 
again,” 

Given British restraint, particu- 
larly the restraint cherished in 
journalism, these things are not 
spoken aloud in England. They

Beat egg whites until almost 
stiff enough to hold a peak. Add 
sugar gradually until stiff but not 
dry. Beat egg yolks until thick. 
Stir in milk, cognac and rum 
and blend well. Whip cream until 
stiff and fold into egg-milk mix- 
ture. Fold in beaten egg whites. 
Keep cold until ready to serve. 
Pour into punch bowl. Sprinkle 
each serving with nutmeg, if de- 
sired. Yield: About three quarts. 

Eggnog Il. 
Four egg whites, one-half cup 


sugar, four egg yolks, one and 


two-thirds cups (14-ounce can) 
evaporated milk, one teaspoon 
nutmeg, one-half cup cognac or 
rum. 

Beat egg whites until soft peaks 
are formed. Gradually add one- 
fourth cup sugar, beating con- 
stantly, until stiff peaks are 
formed. Beat egg yolks slightly. 
Gradually add remaining one- 
fourth cup sugar, beating con- 
stantly, until light and lemon- 
colored. Stir evaporated milk, nut- 
meg and cognac or rum into beat- 
en egg yolks.

Patching Floor Finishes. 

S you may have found with- 
A out any help from us, some 

parts of a floor get more wear 
than others. 

For example, the area right in 
front of front door gets a terrible 
beating because just about every- 
one walks here. The area under 
the living room sofa gets very lit- 
tle wear because few people do 
much walking in this spot. 

Now it would be foolish to re- 
finish an entire floor just be- 
caise certain areas showed signs 
of wear. The logical thing to do 
is to patch these spots up but this 
— be done before they get too 

ad. 

The floor finish should be 
patched with the same material 
as was used for the original fin- 
ish. The first thing to do is te 
wipe the area clean with some 
turpentine or solvent. If the wood 
appears rough, sand it lightly. 

This may ‘change the color 
somewhat in which case a small 
amount of staiging will be neces- 
sary to make it match the rest 
of the floor. Be most careful 


when you apply the stailn—don't 
get too much on the area as it 
will darken jt. 


The great problem with patch- 
ing is to make a smooth join 
where patch joins the surround- 
ing finish. Best way ta do this is 
sand the edges of the surround- 
ing finish down to a'tapered edge. 
Give the area a dusting and then 
apply the new finish. For shellac 
and varnish apply several thin 
coats allowing each time to dry 
until the patch is level with the 
rest of the surface. In the case of 
a floor seal, only one coat is gen- 
erally necessary. 


Spareribs With Pineappel and 
Sweet Potatoes 

Ingredients: Three and one- 
half pounds fresh pork spareribs 
(cut in serving-size pieces), salt 
and pepper, one tablespoon corn- 
starch, one-fourth firmly packed 
brown sugar, one 9-ounce can 
crushed pineapple( undrained), 
one-third cup wine vinegar, one- 
half cup cooking sherry, two 


tablespoons soy sauce, five or six 
servings boiled sweet potatoes. 
Method: Sprinkle 


lightly with salt and pepper, Ar- 
range, meaty side up, in a single 
layer in shallow baking pan. Mix 
cornstarch and sugar thoroughly 
in a saucepan; stir in pineapple, 
vinegar, sherry and soy sauce;

Pour 
sauce over spareribs. Bake in 
moderate (350F.) oven one hour, 
basting occasionally. Arrange 
sweet potatoes around spareribs.

They emphasize the futility of crying over spilt milk. 
They insist they see no reason for losing sleep about the mat- 
ter. They gladly offer to pay out of their own’ pockets what- 
ever costs are involved. They beg that the episode be forgot- 
fen and that nothing more be said about it. 

Magnanimous people provoke admiration. They display a 
generosity of spirit that is an example to others. Their un- 
ruffled attitude indicates that they have a true sense’of values. 
They show wisdom in not making mountains out of molehills. 

But how much more*credit they would get-were it not for 
the suspicion that they are merely establishing a precedent in 
ease they themselves should meet with disaster; or, what is 
more likely, that they are setting the stage to confess to one 
that has already occurred.

Eileen Salama, 22-Year-Old Explorer, Has Been Member of 4 Acheological Expeditions Since 1950

important archaeological expedi- 
tions. Her first expedition with 
the foundation was to the Mon- 
astery of St. Catherine at the 
foot of biblical Mount Sinai where 
scientists, under Dr. Wendell 
Phillips, microfilmed more than 
one million pages of ancient 
manuscripts. Next came expedi- 
tions into unexplored regions of 
South Arabia, including the exca- 
vation of the ancient city of 
Timna, of Sheba’s monumental 
Moon Temple of Ilumquh at Ma 
reb, and earlier this year an ex- 
pedition to the spice and frankin- 
ceuse capital of the province of 
Dhofar, Sultanate of Muscat and 
Oman, S.E. Arabia. 

Born in Cairo, Egypt, of French 
parents, Eileen speaks faultless 
English as well as French, Italian 
and countless Arab dialects. And 


despite her youth she today pos- 


sesses in archaeological circles a 
considerable reputation as a dip- 
lomat for her handling of nego- 
tiations with ruling Arab sheiks 
and sultans necessary before the 
foundation scientists could begin 
work among the desert wastes 
and dangerous tribes where few 
outsiders had ever before ven- 
tured. 

Now in New York where she 
is taking care of secretarial duties 
at the headquarters of the foun- 
dation and helping Dr. Phillips, 
president of the foundation, with 
a book he is writing, Mlle. Salama 
says she did not mind the rigors 
of desert life or the long hours 
of hard work members of an ex- 
pedition put in while on location. 

“The only thing I minded,” she 
laughed, “was the spiders. I 
couldn’t get used to living with 


spiders as big as your hand.”

looks more like a fashion mod- 

el than a woman explorer. 
Brought up in a well-to-do home 
with many servants to make life 
easy, she had never before been 
away from her father’s house in 
Cairo until she joined the Mount 
Sinai exposition in 1950. 

“Not many girls work in 
Egypt,” Eileen explained, “but 
when I graduated from the Uni- 
versity of Cairo, I persuaded my 
parents to let me take a secreta- 
rial course. At first I worked 
with the Royal Air Force and then 
for the British embassy in Cairo. 
Then through a friend of mine 
I met Dr. Phillips. I did some 
secretarial work for him in con- 
nection with an African expedi-

‘tion and through that came the 


offer to go along on the Mount 
Sinai expedition a year later. My 
parents didn’t approve at first but 
finally relented.” 

On this first expedition Eileen

found -life “fairly civilized.” The 
members of the expedition lived 
at the Monastery of St. Catherine, 
and when the immense job of mi- 
crofilming close to one and one- 
half million pages of ancient bib- 
lical manuscrips had been com- 
pleted, Eileen took off for a vaca- 
tion in Paris. Having proved her- 
self on this first expedition, she 
was asked to join the second ex- 
pedition of the foundation. - 


At Timna, capital of the old 
Kingdom of Qataban, which bor- 
dered on the Kingdom of Sheba 
in biblical times, Eileen lived in 
a mud hut, fought off spiders and 
generally became hardened to 
desert life. In addition to her 
secretarial duties and acting as 
interpreter she did her own laun- 
dry for the first time in her life. 

“T seemed to settle into the way 
of life quite easily,” she smiles. 
“For instance, there was no such 
thing as a good hot tub bath. But 
I did have a shower, a sort of pipe 
arrangement connected to a bar- 
rel of water on the roof of the 
hut. I slept on an army cot. 
There was a native bed in the hut 
but it was so full of bugs I had to 
throw it out.” 


At Timna, E/ileen’s working 


‘hours were long. Each day there 


were mountains of records to be 
typed from reports made by the 
archaeologists who were searching 
for the Children of the Moon, or 
“Walad Amm,” who lived in 
Qataban 2000 years ago. Many 
important discoveries were made 
on this expedition, including 
those unearthed during the ex- 
cavation of the Temple of Venus, 
built around the eighth century,

How It Started

The ‘Issue’—Offspring or Object! 


OU may “issue” an order, or 

make an “issue” of a disagree- 

ment, or use “issue” as a legal 
term, as Shakespeare did when 
he wrote, “If the king should 
without issue die.” In every in- 
stance the word's origin is the 
same. 

“Issue” comes from the Latin 


“exire.” This is composed of the 
prefix “ex,” meaning “out of,” 
plus “ire,” to go. Thus, literally 
a going out. That explains clearly 
enough the physical “issuance” of 
air or water from a pipe, and the 
allusion to offspring as legal 
“issue;’ also the issuance of 
money from the Treasury, or of 
a newspaper—as from the press. 


It requires a little more imag- 
ination to follow the transference 
of this word to designate a result 
or a final outcome of a certain 
action. However, it has seen long 
usage in this sense. Di not 
Shakespeare refer to “The issue 
of the exploit?” 


No less at home on the Eliz- 
abethan tongue was the idea of 
“making an issue” of an idea 
under dispute. Again in Shake- 
speare, “While it is hot, I'll put 
it to the issue.” In the last in- 
stance, one must remind oneself 
of the word’s start as a “going 
out,” and explain putting some- 
thing to the “issue” as standing 
on the outcome!

Drapery Problem Solver ,

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ERE’S a new trick to solve the 
H problem of wayward draw dra- 

pery folds. It makes sure that 
the folds space themselves even- 
ly, whether the drapery is closed, 
open all the way, or only part 
way.

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It’s the part-way open position 
that usually causes the trouble— 
folds that fall perfectly when it’s 
an open and shut case, buckle and 
bunch together when they're 
drawn over a section of window. 


The trick to straighten out the 
problem without a tussle by hand 
every time is a new spacer device. 


The new spacer hooks onto the 
slides of the traverse rod, in the 
same holes the drapery hooks fit 
into, behind the drapery where it 
doesn’t show. As the cord is 
pulled to open or close the dra- 
peries, the spacers move with the 
folds to hold each pleat group 
equally distant from the next, so 
the drapery can be stopped in any 
position with the fullness evenly 
distributed all the way. 

The spacers, in units to fit a 
single pleat-and those to fit sev- 
eral pleats, combine to fit draper- 
ies of any width. You'll find them 
just coming into the drapery 
hardware sections of stores.

HE only thing needed to de- 
feat the contract in the fol- 
lowing deat — in all prab- 
ability—was a little nerve -on 
West's part. 
South, dealer. 
North-South vulnerable. 


South opened with a heart, 
Nerth responded with two clubs, 
and East, not vulnerable, put in 
a two-spade overcall. South bid 
three clubs, West raised spades, 
and after passes by North and 
East, South bid four hearts. Nofth 
should have corrected the c@en- 
tract to five clubs, since he had 
only two small hearts and South 
had not rebid the suit directly, 
but he elected to pass, and four 
hearts became the contract. 


West led the spade four, and 
East played the king and ace. 
South ruffed—if he hadn't, a 
club shift by East would have 
beaten the contract — and then 
went to dummy in diamonds to 
take a trump finesse. West cap- 
tured South’s queen—and after 
that declarer was in full control. 
He lost a club trick by making 
the wrong guess, but he could 
afford that loss. 

West missed the chance to be 
a hero. He knew that he had the 
trump king with only one guard, 
but South was not blessed with 
that knowledge. Hgnce, if West 
played low on South’s heart queen 
without hesitation, South would 
inevitably go back to the board 
for another finesse. And when 
West took this trick, a spade con- 
tinuation would make South very 
unhappy!

I am surprised this corre- 
spondent doesn’t realize that 
the troops in Korea are there 
on a voluntary basis. 

We have no agreements with- 
in the U.N. for any military 
force whatsoever. This has 
never been possible because the 
United States and the Soviet 
Union could never agree on 
how to control atomic energy. 
That being the case, the only 
real troops—and I think there 
are now 21 nations with troops 

in Korea—are there on a volun- 
tary basis and not a compul- 
sory one.

IF YOU have ever done any- 
thing on a voluntary basis you 
will realize that to get up to 
one-third of the people con- 
cerned committed to steady and 
unremitting work is rather a 
high ratio. 

This correspondent particu- 
larly complains because certain 


member states of the U.N. have 
not contributed their men. I 
would like to point out that it 
is not just a case of contributing 
men. These countries have to 
have a base of supply and the 
cash available to keep these 
men paid and fed and clothed 
and provided with ammunition 
and generally taken care of. If 
wounded, the men must be 
cared for and brought home. 

All this ig extremely costly, 
and there are a number of 
member nations that find it 
difficult enough to keep their 
home governments running and 
to pay their contributions to 
the U.N. For them to meet an 
emergency of this kind would 
be next to impossible. They 
feel that because Korea was 
our mandate it is quite oo 
viously more our concern thar 
theirs and they are, in any case 
hot very anxious to assume 
responsibility outside of their 
own countries.

ONCE WE WERE a weak 
country, just a few colonies 
along the Atlantic coast, not 
very well developed, and, above 
all, not anxious to take on any 
intérest in any other nations in 
the world. hat was a time 
when we gladly let Great 
Britain rule the seas, if she 
would just leave us alone. 

Now that day is past. We 
have an ocean-to-ocean conti- 
nent, a well-organized country 
with great natural resources to 
back it and to rely on. Many 
of the burdens carried in the 
old days by Great Britain have 
been shifted to our shoulders. 

Even as recently as World 
War II we did not accept any 
of the burden of fighting until 
we were very sure that the war 
concerned our safety. It takes 
time to educate people to vol- 
untary contributions of troops 
even though , aggression any- 
where threatens all-the peace- 
loving nations of the world.

September, 
for example, has the Latin mean- 
ing of seventh month, but it is 
the ninth month, according to the 
calendar which we use teday.

TO EXPLAIN those names, we 
must go back to the calendar of 
the ancient Romans. There was a 
time when September was the 
seventh month of the Roman year, 
In that period, 2200 years ago, 
the Romans called March the first 
month of the year. According to 
their system, September was the 
seventh month, October the 
eighth, November the ninth and 
December the tenth. 


An official change came when 
the Roman New Year was made 
to start on the first day of Janu- 
ary, instead of the first day of 
March, The old names of the later 


| months of the year were kept in 


use despite the fact that they had 
the wrong meanings, after the 
change of New Year’s day. 

About 2000 years ago a new 
calendar was adopted. It came to 
be called the Julian calendar, 
honoring the first name of Julius 
Caesar, who ruled the Roman 
Empire when the new plan was 


adopted.

FOR A LONG TIME the Ro- 
mans had struggled with a calen- 
dar of the Egyptian type, without 
any leap years. Each year had 
less than six hours of surplus 
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|time, but that was enough to

That 
ruler gave an order that a certain 
year was to contain 445 days. To 
keep later years from falling out 
of line, he ordered that February 
should have an extra day once in 
four years. 


The Romans had called one of 
their midsummer months “Quin- 
tilis,” but as a memento for Julius 
the name was changed to July, 
The next ruler, Au , changed 
the name of to August, in 
his own honor.
